time. Robert Hunnicutt (born 1727-died 1778), had two sdts of 
children, hence two wives.

On June 16, 1767, Robert 
Hunnieutt and Nancy, his wife, Sarah Binns & Jenny Binns, were 
complainants in Chancery Vs Eliz, Binns, Ex. of Thos. Binns, de- 
ce'd, Martha, Eliz. and Priscilla Binns, defendants. This suit 
came to trial, finally, in 1771, and the court ruled that the 
defendants were not accountable for cattle destroyed by distemp- 
er, and that the estate devised to the Defendant, Eliz. Binns, 
Ex., by her mother Elizabeth Crauly(Crawley), dec'’d, is to sur- 
vive to her and not be considered as part of her husband{s Est. 


In other words, Thos. Binns also had two wives, and the 2nd was 

Eliz. Crawley. Robert Hunnicutt married Ann (Nancy), a child of 

Binns by his first wife, and sued, along with the other two 

daughters by the same wite, the Binns children by his 2nd wife 

and their mother Eliz. Crawley Binns, his 2nd wife. This suit is 

in the Surry 0B 1764/74, P 231. te

Now, Robert Hunnicutt's son, also Robert, born 1762, died 
married Eliz. Binns' daughter, Eliz., who was one of the defend- 
ants in the suit.(Marriage bond, dated in Surry, June 24, 1783) 
Father and son, then, married half-sisters, Ann Binns, Thos! 
daughter by wife #1, and Elizabeth Binns, Thos' daughter, by 
wife # 2, Elizabeth drawley. What the name of Binns' first wife 
was, I don not know.

I have the following note which I will appreciate you verifying and adding 
to, if possible 


Deed from John Hunnicutt of Isle of Wight to Augustine Hunnicutt, of Surry, 
150 acres beginning at a marked pine N. side of Georges Branch at the mouth 
of a little creek, consideration of 6-Peunds, 5 Shillings. Oct. 19, 1732. /\ 
(Bk , P 203) : hee bin a 


Patent Bk k 12, P 9, shows that Iéin Hunnicutt patented 350 acres in Isle 
of Wight M'ch 2h, 1725. This land is described as 5. side of Nottoway River 
and 8S. side of ee Creeks. On Oct. 17, 1832(two days prior to the day that 
John deeded Augustine the land in IOW) John Hunnicutt deeded John Tharpe of 
TOW, 210 acres S. side of Three Creeks at the mouth of Georges Branch to 
John Dorches line- where said Hunnicutt formerly lived. (Bk 4, P 202) 


It would appear, then, from the above, that John sold out in IOW and moved 
to either Surry or PG, Question: what did Augustine do with the 150 acres 
he purchased from John? 


Now, in 1748, Charles Binns deeded land to both James Derring of Isle of 
Wight and to Robert Hunnicutt. The land was in Surry but when the deeds 
were acknowledged by John Ruffin, Benjamin Edwards and Richard Cocke, it 
was stated that "Whereas Charles Binns, and his wife, Judith, have conveyed 
unto Robert Hunnicutt of Isle of Wight." Derrings deed stated "land to 
Robert Hunnicutt's line". 


All this makes me wonder if Augustine, after buying the land from John, 
didn't hand it over to Robert who then lived in IOW untill around 17,8 when 
he returned to Surry, probably marrying about that time into the Binns! 
family. We know that Thos Binns! first wife was Eliz. Jones, dtr of Mathew 
Jones, because of the deed Binns and Thos Holt made to Albridgeton Jones in 
17k. (TOW Bk 6, P 503) 


Another thing to check. In the will of Zeakell Matthews, page 101, Bk 2, of 
your IOW Wills & Adm. you have Matthews making a bequest to daughter Martha 
Hunnicutt. What was this-anything traceable? It sounds as if Martha may 
have been the wife of John who paténted the 350 acres there. 


I believe I am getting "hot" in straightening out the Hunnicutts. With your 
help it seems possible to do so, Thanis a lot.
